WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 
(UPI)—The Senate voted con- 
tempt-of-Congress citations to- 
day against Maurice A. Hutche- 
son, president of the Carpen- 
ters’ Union, and 12 others who 
refused to answer questions 
before its rackets committee. 

The action was by a roll call 
vote of 87 to 0. 

The cases now will be sent 
to the United States attorney 
for the District of Columbia. 
Conviction carries a maximum 
penalty of one year in jail and 
a $1000 fine on each count. 

The action came after Chair- 
man John L. McClellan (Dem.), 
Arkansas, denounced the tac- 
tics .used by an “underworld 
elenfent” to obstruct the com- 
mittee’s work. He said the con- 
tempt citations were necessary 
to “support the power and in- 
tegrity of the Senate and the 
Congress.”

McClellan also told the Sen- 
ate that 10 of the cases—not 
including the Hutcheson case 
— involved “frivolous” and

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (AP) 
— The Senate passed unani-- 
mously today a bill for a spec- 
ial gold congressional medal to

Senate approval came by

Funds for a start on the St.

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Caught by Radar, Woman Driver 
Does 10 Days, Wouldn’t Pay Fine

A matter of 
principle, she told a reporter 
who interviewed her in a fairly 
roomy cell usually reserved for 
juveniles,

Jordan Modifies Stand. 

Rifai in his speech, the 
second during the Assembly 
session, somewhat modified his 
earlier stand that Jordan would 
not accept U.N. observers. He 
continued nevertheless to insist 
that his country wanted to rely 
on its own strength and its 
own resources. 

Going into today’s Assembly 
meeting, Henry Cabot Lodge, 
chief United States delegate, 
said he was confident the reso- 
lution would obtain a two» 
thirds vote. 

The atmosphere as the dele- 
gates continued to listen to one 
speech after another was one 
of great uncertainty. The pre- 
diction from the Soviet delega- 
tion was that the resolution 
would not get the n 
two-thirds vote of those present 
and voting when the roll call 
comes. 

French Minister Coming. 

Shortly before the resolution 
was circulated, while its back- 
ers worked to try to get more 
sponsors, word came that 
French Foreign Minister Mau- 
rice Couve de Murville would 
arrive in New York tomorrow. 
This was immediately taken as 
an indication that once the 
issue of a compromise resolu- 
tion is out of the way there 
will be serious discussion 
among the foreign ministers of 
the leading powers in Hammar- 
skjold’s office.

For the current fiscal year, 
which started July 1, the Air 
Force has been allocated $72,- 
000,000 for the Same purpose.

Debris Fished Out. 
By the Associated Press. 

The Air Force began fishing 
the explosion-torn debris out 
of the Atlantic. 

Divers descended into 60 
feet of water 10 miles north- 
east of the cape and came up 
with sections of the metal skin 
of the Thor 1500-mile range 
missile that was the first stage 
of the moon rocket. 

The divers sought to retrieve 
as much of the broken missile 
first stage as they could before 


The two upper stages—both 
borrowed from the Navy Van- 
guard program—continued on- 
ward an undetermined distance 
with the lunar probe after the 
explosion. It was not expected 
that that part of the wreckage 
would be recovered. 

In Washington, Lt. Gen. Ros- 
coe Wilson, Air Force deputy 
chief of staff for research and 
development, predicted that 
another United States moon 
rocket attempt would be made 
Sept. 14. 

Wilson said the Soviet Union 
might try a launching Sept. 13 
because, in view of its loca- 
tion, it would have a chance for 
a moon shot one day before 
this country does. Wilson said 
he believed the Russians al- 
ready had made one or two un- 
successful efforts to reach the 
moon.

Seldom has a proposed amendment to the 

- Illinois Constitution gathered support 
to that now marshalling behind the Blue 
lot modernization of the Illinois court system 
which is to be voted on in November. 

A Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court has studied the proposal to give Illinois 
an up-to-date court plan and has commended 
it warmly in a public address. 

The president of the American Bar Associ- 
ation has spoken before the Illinois bar in 
Peoria and congratulated its officers and 
members for their public service in taking 
the lead in presenting the issue to the voters. 

Leading Illinois officials are on record en- 
thusiastically. These include Gov. Stratton, 
former Gov. Stevenson, Attorney General Cas- 
tle, Mayor Daley of Chicago and former Demo- 
cratic National Chairman Mitchell.

This sampling of representative [Illinois 
groups in support of the court amendment 
needs to be supplemented by a list of chap- 
ters of national organizations. These include 
the American Association of University Wom- 
en, the American Civil Liberties Union, the 
National Association of Colored People, the 
National Association of Social Workers, and 
the National Council of Jewish Women. 

Yet with all this support, there is danger 
that this long-overdue reform may be de- 
feated when it goes to the people. The dan- 
ger lies in the campaign of confusion being 
spread by vested interests which do not want 
to see the Illinois court system freed of its 
hobbles that survive from a bygone day. It 
lies also in a possible popular apathy which 
regards the courts as something for lawyers 
and bar groups to be concerned with but not 
the individual citizen. 

How lawsuits are handled, how long it 
takes to get a case tried, how the courts are 
organized and whether the system accords 
with the needs of a growing, industrial so- 
ciety—these are the concerns of each citizen 
since each citizen is a potential litigant at all 
times. And these are the matters with which 
the proposed judicial amendment comes to 


grips. 
. . . 

One covert objection to the amendment is 
that it would do away with the fee system by 
which Justices of the Peace are paid. But 
that is precisely the kind of reform Illinois 
needs from the bottom of its court system on 
up—the elimination of outmoded procedures 
that interfere with justice rather than ad- 
vance it. 

The amendment is not perfection. Citizens 
of Illinois who live near Missouri may wish 
the Missouri non-partisan selection plan for 
Judges had been adopted by the Legislature 
before submitting the amendment. Even so, 
the praiseworthy aspects of the proposal are 
so numerous as to make it a long forward 
step in the administration of law and justice 
in Ilinois—that is, if the voters make it 
their business to see that it is adopted. 


Communique on the East Front 


The Senate has rejected by 47 votes to 32 a 
last-ditch bill to block a plan to extend the 
east front of the Capitol by 32% feet. The 
extension plan itself was first passed as an 
appropriation rider, without a hearing or de- 
bate, which shows how determined Congress 
is to have its way with the Capitol. 

Unless the next Congress intervenes, the 
public will be expected to pay $10,000,000 for 
destroying the traditional east front in return 
for some congressional office and dining room 
space. Yet Congress could get seven times 
as much space for the same money if it left 
the Capitol alone and built separate office fa- 
cilities. Furthermore, the 10 millions are 
only a down payment. John Noble Richards, 
president of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, says further planned alterations will 
cost $100,000,000. 

Congressional leaders have been pushing 
these schemes for several decades, despite 
professional opposition by the A.I.A. and lack 
of popular support. Evidently many Con- 
gressmen regard the Capitol as their private 
building. It is not, of course. It is the na- 
tion’s building and should be preserved. 


The Transit Committee’s Advice — 


What principles ought to guide the Metro- 
politan Freeholders in their approach to the 
traffic and transit problems? In an open 
letter to the Freeholders, the Citizens’ Met- 
ropolitan Transit Committee, now supervising 
the $500,000 city-county-state survey in this 
field, suggests three: 

That responsibility be assigned to a gov- 
ernmental unit possessing area-wide juris- 
diction; that this government be equipped 
with wide powers, including the power to own 
and operate a transit system, and that some 
method permitting effective administration of 
these powers be set up. 

In other words, the Freeholders ought not 
to attempt to solve the traffic problem. Their 
assignment pure and simple is to create a 
government that is broad enough and power- 
ful enough to do the job. 

Everyone who has been caught in a peak- 
hour traffic jam or waited on a cold rainy 
night for a bus that took an eternity to ar- 
rive knows there is a “problem.” The work 
of the Freeholders is the first step toward 
creating conditions under which concrete so- 
lutions may be possible. 


The President Receives 


The giving of gifts to public officials poses 
not only an ethical problem but also some- 
times, we gather, a storage problem. A sum- 
mary of presents received by President Eisen- 
hower since he entered the White House em- 
braces a 250-pound Berkshire pig, a barrel of 
live lobsters, a crate of New Hampshire chick- 
ens, quite a few ‘heifers, two bear cubs, an 
orange-colored canary, and a Shetland pony. 

Oftentimes a gift may be put aside while 
one mulls over what to do with it, or, better 
still, puts off thinking about it at all unless

The license also could be suspended for eight 
points. In any case drivers would be notified 
by the state when they had accumulated four 
points. 

Conviction of drunken driving would mean 
a 12-point revocation, and this violation would 
be made a graduated felony if repeated. 
Speeding would be assessed at four points. 
Several. types of reckless driving, such as 
passing on a hill, would cost six points, and 
leaving the scene of an accident where there 
was no personal injury would cost eight 
points. 

In addition, says the chairman of the com- 
mittee, Representative Turpin of Pike county, 
drivers could clear their records by good 
driving. That is, one third of the demerits 
would be removed after a year’s driving with- 
out violations, and so on. 2 

This appears to be a less complicated sys- 
tem than that just proposed for Illinois by 
Secretary of State Charles F. Carpentier. He 
listed 34 violations with points ranging up to 
110 required for license revocation. Several 
eastern states pioneered the point system 
long ago. 

Today traffic authorities and the Automo- 
bile Club of Missouri believe that this state’s 
license law would be more equitable if based 
on the point system. Missouri’s present law 
for revoking the license of habitual offenders 
is often too weak, and can be too harsh. Four 
moving violations within two years can lead 
to license suspension in Missouri. If these 
are minor violations, the loss of the right to 
drive is unjust. But often for that reason 
the courts take a lenient view of offenses. 

The point system can offer a more accurate 
measure of whether a license should be re- 
voked, but of course the problem is how to 
assign the points. The Missouri Legislature 
will find that several eastern states have cre- 
ated yardsticks for traffic violations. Mis- 
souri’s ought to be improved. 


The Lunar Probe 


There are always two kinds of reaction to 
such a failure as that of the Air Force’s wide- 
ly heralded lunar probe. First, stern voices 
are heard demanding to know why we adver- 
tise our failures whereas the Russians... . 
Then comes the reply that in our kind of so- 
ciety it is impossible to suppress the failures 
and announce only the successes, whereas 
the Russians ... 

Both replies give expression to what has 
become almost a psychotic condition with 
American officialdom—an intense preoccupa- 
tion with the Russians and how we measure 
up against them. The condition has become 
much more acute since Moscow beat us into 
outer space with a satellite, but it has existed’ 
for a long time. Sometimes those in high 
position give the impression that. the only 
reason for trying such a feat as the moon 
shot is that the Russians may do it if we 
don’t. And it seems to be assumed that the 
greatest reward of success would be to score 
against Moscow. Aren’t any of these things 
worth doing for themselves? 

Probably this is part of the reason why the 
failure of the lunar probe is taken so hard. 
When undertakings of this kind become pri- 
marily feats of showmanship, designed to flex 
our muscles in the Russians’ face, naturally 
the embarrassment of not pulling them off is 
intense. There would be disappointment in 
any circumstances, but had the moon shot 
been surrounded with less ballyhoo and juve- 
nile bravado in advance, the failure might 
have been borne with somewhat more dignity. 


Thirty-F our Senators 


The roll call on the Proxmire amendment 
to reduce the 27% per cent tax loophole al- 
lowed for oil depletion is worth notice even 
though the Wisconsin Senator’s proposal was 
defeated. This was the proposal to establish 
a graduated depletion allowance ranging from 
the present 27% per cent down to 15 per 
cent. Altogether 34 Senators went on record 
as opposed to the present high rate of the 
allowance.

President Grant's Secretary Indicted in St. Louis in Whisky Ring Payoffs

Orville E. Babcock was 25 years 


old and a graduate of West Point:

One of the chief crooks was John 
McDonald, supervisor internal 
revenue for a district including sev- 
eral central states, with head 
in St. Louis. McDonald needed some- 
one in Washington to tip him off 
when and if the Treasury Depart- 
ment was sending examiners to his 
district. Gen. Babcock proved valu- 
able for that purpose. \ 

In October, 1874, the President 
and his secretary went to St. Louis 
for the opening of a fair, and were 


guests of McDonald at the Lindell 


hotel. Gen. Grant greatly admired 
McDonald's team of horses, which he 
drove about the city during his stay. 
He offered McDonald $1000 for them. 
McDonald replied: “I don’t want to 
swindle you in that.way.” He wrote 
in his history of Whisky Ring 
that his use of “swindle” was ironi- 
cal, as the team was worth $5000. 

After the President’s return to 
ck oye mary a team, a buggy, a $25 
whip, four nkets, harness, and “a 
gold breastplate for each horse, on 
which the President’s name was en- 
graved,” were delivered at the White 
House. Acco to the historian 
James Ford Rhodes, Gen. Grant re- 
ceived them “with oriental noncha- 
lance.” 

McDonald claimed that in the fol- 
lowing December he visited Washing- 
ton and handed Babcock $5000 in 
cash. “He took the package and 
placed it in his pocket without count- 
ing the money, with many expres- 
sions of gratitude, remarking that he 
understood the source from whence 
the money came.” 

On another occasion Babcock was 
given a diamond shirt stud which 
had cost $2400. Babcock later found 
a flaw in the stone and complained; 
so the boys took the diamond back 
and’ bought him a more expensive 
one. . 

Benjamin H. Bristow’s agents in 
the Treasury caught up with the 
Whisky Ring in 1875, and on Dec. 9

Cabinet Turned Down 
Peace Move, King’s 
Biographer Writes. 


LONDON, Aug. 18° (AP)— 
The late King George VI want- 
ed to write to Adolf Hitler in 
1938—“as one ex-service man 
to another”—in an attempt to 
head off war, but the British 
cabinet turned down the idea. 

This was disclosed today by 
the King’s official biographer, 
historian John Wheeler - Ben- 
nett. 

Bennett, who had access to 
the late monarch’s diaries, said 
the King offered to make a 
personal appeal in a letter to 
Hitler to save the youth of 
England and Germany from the 
horrors of another war.

U.S. NAVY BOLSTERS 
INDIAN OCEAN DEPOTS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18(AP) 
—The Navy revealed yesterday 


Poll-| stepped up preparations to 


help any friendly nation in the 
Indian ocean area that might 
be shaken by a backlash from 
the Middle East crisis. 

United States ships and ma- 
rines have put into Singapore, 
the big British naval base at 
the eastern approach to the 
Indian ocean. Navy officials 
said the Navy is spurring ef- 
forts started months ago to 
arrange for storage depots at 
strategically located ports on 
the Indian ocean. 

They hope to build up fuel 
and other supplies in the south- 
ern Asia-Middle East area for 
the use of any United States 
naval forces that might be op- 
erating there. 

The officials said that this 
search for conveniently located 
supply points had led to ru- 
mors that the Navy planned 
to establish a full fledged 
fleet in the Indian ocean. One 
high official] told a reporter 
“there is no Navy plan to cre- 
ate an Indian ocean fleet.” 

The force that has reached 
Singapore is an amphibious 
squadron of four ships with 
marines embarked. Its pres- 
ence there aroused little inter- 
est, as Singapore has long 
been accustomed to seeing 
Yr American units come and go. 

The Navy spokesman pointed 
out also that the Navy already 
has a small Middle East force, 
which has for years operated 
in the Persian gulf. 

The amphibious squadron in 
the Singapore area was drawn 
from the Seventh Fleet, which 
is stationed in the west Pacific. 
The United States Navy started 
looking into shore depots in 
the Indian ocean after the Bri- 
tish pulled out of Ceylon. 
Formerly, the British naval 
base at Trincomalee, Ceylon, 
was available to the United 
States Navy.

WASHINGTON, Aug..18 (UPI) 
—House investigators ‘accused 
the Federal Trade Commission 
yesterday of allowing the mak- 
ers of toothpaste and tranqui- 
lizer drugs to fool millions of 
shoppers with misleading ad- 
vertisements. 


A House government opera- 
tions subcommittee which held 
hearings on the subject recom- 
mended among other 
that Congress consider taking 
away the job of policing the 
ads from the FTC and giving it 
to the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration. 


It also called on the agency 
to summon the toothpaste and 
drug makers to conferences to 
try to write a voluntary “code 
of fair advertising practice.” It 
suggested that Congress con- 
sider clarifying the FTC rules 
relating to “deceptive medical 
advertising.” 


In a combined report on its 
hearings, the subcommittee 
noted the American Dental As- 
sociation had testified that 
broad claims in. toothpaste ad- 
vertisements “discourage prop- 
er dental hygiene.” It said 
manufacturers spent more than 
$25,000,000 last year to adver- 
tise the 12 leading brands of 
toethpaste. 

The group also said its hear- 
ings “threw some doubt on 
whether physicians generally 
are so sophisticated or literate 
as to be advertising resistant.” 
It suggested that doctors were 
too busy and inexperienced to 
recognize the false tranquilizer 
claims, which it said appeared 
mainly in medical trade jour- 
nals and direct mail circulars. 

The subcommittee charged 
that “the FTC has not dis- 
charged its statutory responsi- 
bilities to halt or prevent de- 
ception” in the advertising. The 
subcommittee said that “what 
little activity” there has been 
in cracking down on the false 
drug ads has been done volun- 
tarily by the FDA.

Ties Believed Stronger. 

Political meaning to the Pei- 
ping talks remains largely con- 
jecture. Warsaw believes that

With a pitcherful of iced tea 
on hand, any member of the family can choose his own flavor sweetener. 


New Ways With That 
Old Favorite— 
Refreshing Iced Tea

REFRESHING IN TASTE, low in calories—there is the 
simple formula that explains why iced tea is such a 
favorite. It’s hard to beat a tall glass of the amber 


liquid, atinkle with iee, for quenching thirst on an j,, 


August day. But do be sure that it is really good iced 
tea; there is a difference, you know. 

. Of course it is now possible to make delicious tea 
right in the-glass with.convenient instant powdered tea. 
Not only does this method avoid all advance preparation 
and any possible waste; it also permits each member 
of the family to have tea of the exact strength desired. 

But if tea is brewed, there are a few rules which 
should be followed to the letter if the beverage is to be 
enjoyed at its best. In fact, its perfection may depend 
upon more than proper preparation. So delicate is the 
flavor of tea that it can be impaired if it has been 
stored where it can come in contact with strong or 
pungent odors. | 

It is extremely important that all utensils used in 
making tea be kept scrupulously clean. Baking soda 
is an ideal cleanser for this purpose; it helps keep them 
sweet and fresh by emulsifying the oils which have a 
tendency to cling to imner surfaces, around rims and 
spouts. 

A solution of three tablespoons baking soda to one 
quart of water is recommended for general cleaning. 
For stubborn spots, sprinkle a little baking soda on a 
damp cloth or sponge and rub on’ the difficult area. 
This is especially important when the same utensils 
are used for other foods. For glass or enamel sauce- 
pans boil a little soda solution (three tablespoon to 
one quart of water) right inside the pot then allow to 
cool, rinse and dry. 

Now a word about the actual brewing of the tea. 


So simple is the process that it is easy to become care- 


less when making a pot of tea. Two basic rules to keep 
in mind are: 

1. Be sure the water has come to a full rolling boil. 

2. Be sure to brew tea three to five minutes, no 
more and no less. 

That ‘‘full rolling boil’’ is essential; gently boiling 
water won’t extract the full flavor of the leaves, 

As for the second point, itis a common error to 
make tea by the color rather than by the clock, Tea 
experts say that it is impossible to judge the strength 
of tea by its color, since some weak teas brew dark 
while some strong teas brew light. To convince your- 
self of the importance of brewing tea the proper length 
of time, try this little experiment. Drop three or four 
dry leaves into boiling water and let them steep just 
one minute, then note that the leaves are still tightly 


curled and very little chemical action has taken place. 


Now allow the same leaves to continue brewing three 
to five minutes, no longer, and notice how the tightly 
curled leaves have unfurled to release their full body 
and flavor. : 

- Over-brewing has a tendency to give tea a-metallic 
taste; under-brewing makes it taste dull and flat. If 
a three-minute steeping period produces tea too strong

Open-Saucepan Method for Tea | 


The open-saucepan method of making iced tea saves time, 
labor and ice. cubes. To make two quarts of iced tea, 
pre-measure 0 rd cup loose tea; bring one quart of 
freshly drawn cold water to a full rolling bdil in a sauce- 
pan. Remove from heat, and while water is still bubbling 
add all the tea at one time. Stir, brew tea uncovered for 
five minutes. Stir and strain into a pitcher holding ‘one 
quart of cold water. Keep covered at room temperature. 
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for your taste, dilute it with 
hot water instead of cutting 
down on the brewing time. 


Every summer numerous in- 
quiries are received about the 
“clouding” of iced tea. The 
remedy is simple; just don’t 
refrigerate tea. It will hold its 
flavor and quality for four to 
six hours at room temperature. 
This cloudiness is caused by 
precipitation which occurs 
when iced tea reaches a cer- 
tain degree of coldness. Actual- 
ly, it does not impair either the 
flavor or quality of the tea, 
and can be removed by adding 
enough boiling water to restore 
clearness.

ONE PLEASANT WAY to 
add variety to this favorite 
summertime drink is through 
the use of flavored sugars. 
With a pitcherful of iced tea 
and a choice of several of 
these flavored sweeteners each 
member of the family may 
have his own favorite combina- 
tion, just like custom-made ice 
cream sundaes. 

Cinnamon, clove and ginger 
all combine happily with the 
flavor of tea. To make the 
flavored sugars, just combine 
one ounce of each spice with 
one pound of superfine sugar 
and allow to stand for a week 
in a covered jar. 

To make fruit-flavored 
sugars such as mint, lemon and 
orange, combine two table- 
spoons cliopped fresh mint or 
grated lemon or orange rind 
with one pound of superfine 
sugar. Cover and allow to 
stand ome week near, but not 
on, heat. Sift before serving. 

Another way to add sweet- 
ness plus flavor is to use a 
simple sugar sirup flavored 
with fruits. Combine two cups 
of sugar and two cups of water 
in a saucepan. Stir ‘over low 
heat until the sugar is dis- 
solved. Add flavoring and cook 
five minutes without stirring. 
Chill. When ready to serve, 
strain into a small pitcher. For 
the flavorings, add the follow- 
ng: 

Mint: One-fourth cup 
chopped fresh mint. 

Lemon: Rind of one lemon 
and lemon slices. 

Orange: Rind of one orange 
and orange slices. 

Lime: One lime thinly sliced.

But Helen Gallagher's Antics 
Give Way fo Her Serious Side 
When Dance Star Is Off-Stage; 
To Appear in Final Opera Show

HELEN GALLAGHER is a 
gay philosopher with a pony 
tail, a solemn psychoanalyst in 
dancing shoes. 


The Brooklyn-born pixie was 
hungrily making her way 
through a giant economy size 
salad in her Forest Park hotel 
suite. She ke between swal- 
lows and her dark bangs 
swished in tempo with the pony 
tail as her head nodded to em- 
phasize her words. 


“An actor would give up 
security any time, any time at 
all, for a chance-to be free,” 
she said. “You always think 
something better might come 
along. If you want an eight- 
hour-a-day, bread-and-butter 
security, this life isn’t for you.” 


With a serious off-stage 
manner that runs perpendicu- 
lar to her on-stage comedy rou- 
tines, Helen looked back, then 
ahead, and agreed that this 
life had been good indeed, al- 
though a bit capricious. 


Not too many years ago, she 
was an asthmatic child, long- 
ing between sneezes to be a 
serious dancer. But this was 


not to be. 


After she had overcome the 
asthma to let herself be 
dragged — literally —to a big- 
time audition which launched 
her career and opened up one 
stage door after another, an 
eagle-eyed dance director, 
Jerome Robbins, thought he 
detected in the solemn-faced 
Helen a flair for comedy. 

He was rignt. This was the 
turning point, and today, when 
a producer wants a dancer 
who can make the audience sit 
up and laugh, Helen’s his girl. 
She is known as one of Broad- 
way’s top dance comediennes, 
a reputation which has brought 
her to St. Louis this week and 
next as Ado Annie in the Mu- 
nicipal Opera’s final 1958 pro- 
duction, “Oklahoma!” 


But Miss Gallagher is on 
no busman’s holiday with 
the laughter. Off-stage, you 
get no gags, no guffaws, no 
giggles. Instead, you get a 
courteous conversation, a 
generous helping of biogra- 
phy, sliced precisely into 
well-remembered dates and 
places and spread occasion- 
ally with comments on The 
Life Times of Helen 
Gallagher. 


Born in Brooklyn, men in 
the Bronx, living on the West 
Coast for a year, back to New 
York gt 16, depression-time 
dancing lessons for 50 cents 
each, a chorus line of Billy

There have been turkeys and 
triumphs, hilarity ro heart- 
break, happy surprises, dis- 
illusioning let-downs, thin ice 
and smooth sailing. 

This, though, is life, and 
Philosopher Gallagher would 
choose no other. What is se- 
curity? That way lies bore- 
dom. This is all /she has 
dreamed of since she jitter- 
bugged on the sidewalks of 
New York and toe-danced on 
roller skates at church socials. 
Even if the pieces hadn’t fallen 
together in such a pretty pat- 


tern, chances are she would 
have reached out for it anyway. 

Or, on second thought, she 
might have been an algebra 
teacher. But. only if she 
couldn’t have danced. Second 
choice lies far, far down the 
line. 

Her leaning toward the clin- 
ical world of mathematics, how- 
ever, seeps through her mental 
processes, an, off-beat addition 
to the traditional show business 
philosophy of “live it up today 

and let tomorrow take care of 
itself.” It betrays itself in her 
attitude toward a role, in her 
reading, in the way she has 
tackled her newest interest, 
golf. She is convinced that any- 
one can be a good dancer, given 
sufficient time and training. 
She is toting around a huge 
volume of Hemingway, assum- 
ing she can learn to like him 
if she reads him with persever- 
ance. She brought a golf club 
to St. Louis with her and prac- 
tices daily in her room.

Two Quaker Projects 


HYDE PARK, Aug. 18. 

THE AMERICAN FRIENDS SERVICE COMMITTEE, 
which has always tried throughout the world to meet 
human needs and to bring together the peoples of different 
nations in an effort to encourage peace, is sponsoring a 
visit by three American medical scientists to the Soviet 
Union. This is, of course, set up on a reciprocal basis, so 
the committee has invited three Soviet professional leaders 
n the same field to visit the United States within the 
next six months. F 

The American doctors on this present mission are Dr. 
Joseph Stokes Jr. of Philadelphia, ‘Dr. George A.‘ Perera 
of New York, and Dr. Samuel A. Corson of Little Rock, 
Ark. They began their visit to the U.S.S.R. on Aug. 11 and 
will travel there until Sept. 9. Em route to Russia, they 
attended the International Congress for Microbiology in 
Stockholm, and on leaving the Soviet Union they will stop 
in Poland to visit Polish doctors and scientists. 


Dr. Corson speaks fluent Russian which will 
be a help to all of them, and each has a special 
field in which he will do research. 


Dr. Stokes is interested in observing Soviet practices 
in promoting the health of mothers and children. Dr. 
Perera hopes to observe Russian developments in the field 
of internal medicine and to study medical education. Dr. 
Corson will look for Russian advances in the basic medical 
sciences, particularly in the field of conditioned reflex and 
psychosomatic physiology. 


FEW PEOPLE REALIZE what a broad world-wide 
program the American Friends Service Committee carries 
on. They have projects in at least 12 countries. 

Elmore Jackson, the committee’s area representative 
in Beirut, has cabled that the needs in Lebanon now are 

very great and has asked for at least $10,000 in the next 
a weeks to continue relief operations begun in three 
districts of Lebanon in co-operation with Lebanese Quakers 
and other religious leaders. 

Aid is given on a non-partisan basis and is handled in 
Lebanon by Ralph Kerman, a Quaker professor from Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., who is at present teaching at the American 
University in Beirut. 


; Already seven and a half tons of wheat and 
flour have been distributed in some 15 villages in 
the Chouf district of Lebanon, inhabited by Druses 
and under the supervision of Kamal Jumblatt. 
‘This is one of the poorest areas of Lebanon, but | 
aid is only given te families where the head of the © 
household has been killed or wounded, and it is 
distributed by a Lebanese Quaker who is allowed 
te move freely on both sides of the line of conflict. 


In the port section of Tripoli there has been wide 
unemployment for the past three months, and there the 
Greek Orthodox priest is distributing relief among Moslems 


In southern Lebanon, near the Syrian and Israeli 
borders, about 100 families who fled opposition-controlled 
areas are receiving aid on the recommendation of the 
leaders of four different religious groups.
